The Summary indicates that the protein prepartions which are claimed are "free of contaminating proteins of 
human origin that are necessarily present in protein preparations isolated from human cells" and "free of the 
pathogenic human viruses that frequently contaminate protein preparations isolated from human cell lines". There 
is no indication as to page and fine number for support of this and it would appear that this is not contained in the 
specification as filed. Applicant is required to provide page and line numbers for support, and this information is 
clearly missing from the Summary. 
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
